H istory of Case, 
Bookman was convicted of the m u r­ 
der of Richard Hardin, a white man, 
in McIntosh county.

with the m andates of the state court. 
He has repeatedly stated that he will 
never com m ute a death 
sentence 
which has been 
confirmed 
by

court of appeals, unless some un ­ 
usual condition exists. 
No motive for the killing of Hardin 
has ever been 
discovered 
although 
the testim ony in Bookm an’s trial at 
E u faula indicated th at the m urder 
w'as a prem editated and unusually 
brutal assault. 
The killing occurred at the home of 
George Booth, a negro farm er for 
whom Bookman was working. Accord 
ing to the 
story 
of 
Lizzie 
Booth, 
George Booth’s w'ife, 
Hardin 
had 
I come to their house for the purpose 
of buying an odd buggy wheel with 
which to replace one th at had broken I 
down. Both Booth and Bookman were 
in the field at the time. W ithin a few' 
m inutes after Hardin arrived, Book­ 
man appeared at the door, explain­ 
ing that he was sick and wanted the I 
negro wom an to prepare him some 
medicine. She w'cnt to the next room 
to got the medicine but .before she 
crossed the room, 
she 
heard 
two 
shots in quick succession. When she 
left the room, Hardin w’as sitting just 
inside the door and 
Bookman 
was 
standing in the doorway, above which 
a double-barreled shotgun w'as rest­ 
ing. W hen she ran back to the door, 
both men were standing, Bookman 
was beating H ardin over the head 
with the shotgun, and Hardin, with 
hands uplifted, was 
attem pting 
to 
wrard off the blow's. 
The 
negress 
cried to Bookman to stop his attack 
but, failing to gain his attention, she 
ran out into the yard, 
crying 
for 
help. Hardin emerged from the front 
door a moment later, ran ten or fif­ 
teen steps, then fell to the ground, 
face downward. Bookman, following, 
struck the w'hite man several times 
over the head after he had fallen. 
After the killing 
Bookman 
a t­ 
tem pted to leave but the negro wo­ 
man, with the aid of her husband, 
who arrived soon afterw ard, forced 
him to remain. 
The killing occurred in the after­ 
noon of April 2, 1915. On the night 
of April 3, a mob of farm ers went to 
Eufaula, W’here Bookman was con­ 
fined in jail, intent upon lynching the 
black man.
